T he session w as of a prelim inary 
n ature, a tem po rary o rganisation be­ 
ing effected and com m ittees appointed 
to prepare for the p erm anent o rg an i­ 
sation. 
Dr. Joseph E. C ham bers of 
Bt. Louis, know n as “the fa th e r of 
P opulism ,” spoke of th e purposes for 
w hich the convention had been called 
and urged th a t th e tim e had com e for 
action. 
He stated th a t the tw o g reat 
p arties w ere 
w atching th e proceed­ 
ing* of th e m eeting w ith g reat in te r­ 
est and th a t a p arty should be form ­ 
ed w ith a platform broad enough for 
all to stand on. 
Not only w ere th e 
politicians concerned, he said, but th e 
great com m on people and th e finan­ 
ciers of W all stre e t w ere g reatly in ­ 
terested. 
He com pared th e m eeting 
w ith th e continen tal congress In P h il­ 
adelphia. 
In corn lusion Dr. C ham bers 
urged th at all little differences should 
be throw n aside, and said th a t w hile 
f bt advocated a platform of few planks. 
he w anted every o n e to be stro n g 
( nousrh to hold all hum anity. 
C hairm an P a rk e r of the N ational 
Populist com m ittee 
read th e ag ree­ 
m ent reached by th e conference at 
K ansas City last June, when th e m eet­ 
ing in th is city w as provided for. T his 
agreem ent stated th a t d elegates to be 
entitled to a se a t in th•» convention 
m ust tubs. ribe to th e in itiativ e and 
referendum and th e im perative m an­ 
d ate; the public ow nership of all pub­ 
lic u tilities, th a t 1 b e land. including

Police C om m issioner P a r­ 
tridge has ordered the five “ plain­ 
clothes” m en of th e precinct in w hich 
the "rev o lt” sta rted to be rem anded 
to patrol duty, and directed th a t five 
men to take th e ir places be selected 
from the patrolm en who m ade 18 ex­ 
cise a rre sts on Sunday.

from the ev en ts of th e last few days 
th a t the m en in plain clothes w ere not 
as actlv as they m ight be.

a w atertan k and a coalshed, the train 
stalled. 
T he engineer thought he 
could run th e engine back to W illiston 
and get aid. and, tak in g th e conductor 
w ith him . sta rte d on th e trip. 
The 
lone engine w as stuck in a drift in a 
cu t a sh o rt d istan ce out of tow n and 
had to be abandoned. 
T his left th e 
train of eight c o a c h e s and about 250 
passengers alone on th e siding and 
w ith all com m unication cut off. 
T hen 
started the long siege, during which 
the cold had to be borne and hunger 
stifled. T here w as much suffering and 
th ere w as an incipient riot on th e first 
day. 
T he second-class p assengers in­ 
sisted th a t they m ust have as much 
I food or m ore th a n th e others, and they 
were in larg er num bers and had m ore 
ravenous app etites, it w as difficult to 
{ confine them to th e ir quota. 
M any 
w ere not w illing, as th e first-class p as­ 
sengers insisted, th a t th e women and 
children should be fed and tak en care 
of first, but afte r som e arg u m en t th ey 
w ere prevailed upon to yield. 
M onday evening Prof. C olegrove of 
the U niversity of 
W ashington, who 
was en route E ast on a vacation trip, 
and who had been despondent and 
m orose, attem p ted suicide by cu ttin g 
* his th ro at w ith a razor. 
T h ere w as a 
physician on th e train , but he had no 
facilities for perform ing th e necessary 


1 operation, and it w as absolutely nec­ 
essary to get into com m unication w ith 
one of th e neighboring tow ns.

knew a little about telegraphy and 
: notified th e o p erato rs at both M inot 
and W illiston of w hat had occurred. 
From each 
place a snow plow w as 
started in fro n t of an engine bearing 
a surgeon. T he one from M inot, afte r 
a hard n ig h t’s work, reached th e sld- 
; ing early the follow ing m orning and 
j the wounded m an w as rem oved on the 
first tra in to St. Paul, w here he w as 
cared for a t th e city hospital. 
T he 
alm ost fam ished passengers, who had 
suffered from th e cold and exposure, 
w ere given food and warm b erth s in 
■ the first train 
pushed through th e 
drifts.
